O deſcribe the Pedigree of this dark 
Angel, is more the Buſineſs of the 
| Heralds than mine, and therefore 1 ſhall 
proceed no further than to his Great Grand- 
father's Father, whoſe Name was Patrick 
Mac Judas mi d, and lived in a Cave on 
the Mountains of Newry in Ireland, in 
the Year I 524, being exactly 200 Years 
ago. The Parents of Patrick Mac Judas 
Mild, were both Natives of Ire land, or ra- 
ther of theMountains aſoreſaid, being both 
born in the aſorcfaid Cave, wherein Mr. 
Patrick Mac Judas alſo received his firſt 
Breath, and dwelt. This Cave was cut 6r 
hewn out of a Reck of Chalk: on a ſteep 
Side of a Mountain, conſiſting of divers 
Appartments, which were ſo artfully contri- 
ved, that ''twas.. ble for a Stranger, 
| being once led into the moſt intricate Parts 
1 thercof, to find his way Out again; and |

ſecret Parts of the Mountains, which then 
to the publick was unknown. This intri- 
Fate dark Labyrinth was made for the 
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. of Jonathan W.-d. 
following Reaſons; Firſt, ro ſecure them- 
ſelves from being plunder'd by. thoſe of 
thcir own Pease en they being in Nature 
| ſavage Beaſts, not only, void of Religion, 
Government, &c. but alſo of Chriſtianity 
univerſally ; and Secondly, to deceive ſuch 
as were in purſuit of them, and thereby 
make their Eſcapes ; for you muſt under- 
ſtand, that they both lived by robbing the 
Travellers, as they paſsd on Foot over 
the Mountains. of Newry. 

When Patrick Mac Judas arrived to 
the Age of One and Twenty, his. Father 
and he (as uſual) being upon the Moun- 
tains aforeſaid, ſeeking whom they could 
devour, met with a ſturdy Native of the 
Highlands of Scotland, whom they at- 
tempted to plunder, as they had many 
Hundreds before; but the bonny Scot be- 
ing too valiant for them, in the Fray kil- 
ied the Father of Patrick Mac Fudas, 
and had like to have taken him Priſoner 
alſo. And herein was fulfilled, The Pitch-

Dam (the Mother of Miſchief) and to her 


of his Sire, which ſo affected her Heart, 
that ſhe ſoon after reſign'd up her Breath to 
Him that firſt gave it; and thus ended the 


Father and Mother of Patrick Mac Ju- 


dag. And as tis ſaid that what is bred in 
the Bone is never out of the Fleſh, ſuch 
was the Nature and Diſpoſition of Patrick 
Mac Judas; for ſoon after he had diſpo- 
ſed of the Body of his Mother, (which he 
did by caſting the fame from a high and 
ſteep Mountain, into a Lake of Water un- 
der the ſame ) he again return'd to his old 
Practice of viſiting the Mountains, whereon 
he committed many Robberies, and ſome 
Murders, and at length equipt himſelf with 
a very good Gelding, with proper Furni- 
ture, as a Bridle, Saddle, three or four 
Brace of Piſtols, one Cutlaſs, Dagger, &c. 
About the middle of the Mountains of 
Newry, in the Road leading to Colrain, 
is a ſmall Rivulet or Brook of Water, 
over which is built a Bridge of Stone, 
with three Arches of the Gothick Order; 
and at ſome ſmall Diſtance from thence 


towards Colrain, is the Remains of an old 


uninhabited Building call'd Mira Caſtte. 
Under 
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Under one of the Arches of the Bridge 
Adel, or in part of the Caſtle, was the 
Ambuſcade of Mr. Patrick Mac Judas Mild, 
Where he at times concealed himſelf, till he 


had a proper opportunity, to put his vile 
Practices in Execution on innocent Travel- 


lers, as they were paſſing the ſaid Moun- 
tains. 

When ſeven: years of this Practice had 
paſs d over his Head, and finding that many 
were daily in purſuit of him, he quitted the 
Mountains, and went to Armagb, where 
he liv'd undiſcovered for all his life time; du- 
ring which time, he, by obſerving the Manners 
of the people, became a little civilized and 
mannerly, and at length fell into Compa- 
ny witha young Woman, named Mackenzze, 
a Native of Armagh, by whom he had 
one Child only, and it being a Son, called 
its name O Neal Mild. And as robbing and 
thieving was a natural inſtinct of nature to 
him, ſo was it impoſlible for him (like a 
Fiſh out of water) to live in a new Ele- 
mcnt, or Manner, as was different from his 
own; and therefore by the acquaintance. 
and help of Mackenzze, was introduced into 
a company of Houſe- breakers, with whom 
he ſucceſsfully went on for many years, and 


thereby

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thereby acquir'd great ſtore of Money, 


| Plate, &c. And at haſt died ſuddenly with 


a fit of the Appoplex in the Year 1576, 
Aged 52 years, at which time the hopeful 
youth O Neal, was arrived t to we ye of five 
and twenty. 

- Patrick Mac Jules being d dead, his a 
Son and Heir of all cauſed a Wake accord- 


ing to the Iriſh Faſhion to be kept, which 


continued for many Days, and was compo” 
ſed of all ſorts of people, both rich and poor, 
and by them he fulfilled, a part of the Scrip- 
ture; that is to ſay, the Poor he filled, and 
the Rich he ſent empty away; for being by 
his Father made a compleat diving and Bull- 
ing File (that is to ſay, a compleat Pick- 
pocket, ) he firſt with his Entertainment of 
the Wake welcomed his Neighbours and 
diſguiſed them with Liquors, and afterwards 
ſnabbled their Wins and Tatlers, (that ispick'd 
their Pockets of their Pence and Watches.) 
But the people, whoſe Circumſtances did 
appear to be very poor, paſs'd free, with 
gifts of Beef, Flower, Tobacco, &c. to 
commemorate the Death of his graceleſs 
Father. During the time of this Wake, he 
obſerved a very pretty Girl named Co/ly 
* to be very active among the people, 

| and

and at laſt diſcover'd her to be not only a 
Diving File, but a Sneaking Budge alſo; 
that is, not only a Pick- pocket, but one 
that privately ſteals away Great Coats, 
Cloaks, Riding-hoods, c. when People 
pull them off, at their coming into a Houſe. 
And ſhe appearing to be à proper Perſon 
for his Companion, he took her for the ſame, 
and by her had ſeveral Children, all of which 
died, one excepted, which was a Son, whom 
he named Patrick Fitz Wild. 

O Neal, and his Companion, keeping on 
in the old Road, at laſt was cnliſted into a 
Company of Clout Files, Diving Files, 
Snablers, Glaziers, Ripping Codes, Vulcan 
Coves, Merry Coves, Knowing V elbows, 
Family Fellows, Sneaking Budges, Bulking 
Files, Cackling Coves, Rattling Coves, and 
Fencers; which in true Engliſh ſignify as 
follows. (1.) A Clout File, is a Boy that is 
bred to picking Pockets of Handkerchieſs 
only. (2.) A Diving File, is either a Man 
or Woman, that picks Pockets of Money, 
Watches, Oc. (3.) A Snabler, that ſnab- 
bles the Poll of a Lapygagger, is a Sort of 
Thieves, whoſe Buſineſs is to ſteal Hats and 
Wigs only in the Night Time, of which 
there are two Sorts, vi. The firſt are Boys 

B and

and Girls, not exeeeding the Age of 12 or 


14 Years, who exccute thoſe wicked Prac- 
tices in their carly Days in the following 
Manner: Firſt, a large Basket is prepared 
of the Magnitude and Form of a Bakers 


Basket, and near the Bottom thereof is two. 


or three Openings on the Side, like unto 
ſmall Port-holes or Windows, but yet ſo 
large as to reccive a Hat and Wig when re- 
quired ; which Holes have Shutters, made of 
Rods like unto the Basket itſelf, and there- 
by in the Dark is not diſcoyerable. To- 
wards the Top of this Basket is placed a 
Lid, which comes about one Fifth down 
the Basket's Height, which is there fix'd 
with wooden Pins, and on the Top of this 


Lid or Cover, is placed as many Loaves of 


Bread, as can conveniently lic thereon, and 
thereby the Basket appears to be filled with 
Bread, which compleats their villanous In- 
tentions. 

And as the aforeſaid Lid or Gabe! is _ 
ed about one Fifth of the Height downward, 
therefore underneath the fame, is a Hollow, 
or empty Part of the Basket, wherein is 
ſufficient Room for a large Boy or Girl to 
ſit. 
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of Jonathan W- d. It 
I ſhould have alſo inform'd you, that 
one of the aforeſaid Holes or Windows, 1s 
always made of ſuch a Size, as for the Boy 
or Girl that is ſhut therein, to get out through 
the ſame, when the Basket is placed on the 
Ground, if required ; and likewiſe the Lid 
or Cover is ſo contrived as to drop down in- 
to the Bottom of the Basket, with the Bread 
upon it, and thereby the former Apartment 
of the Snabler is concealed. 
The Basket with its Appertenances being 
thus provided, the manner of its Uſe in 
Snabling is as follows : Firſt the Boy, or Girl 
being put therein, and the Lid with its 
Bread being placed over the ſame, a Man 
takes it up on his Shoulder, being dreſs'd up 
exactly like unto a Baker, and away he goes 
through the Strand, Fleetſtreet, Cheapſide, 
&c. being attended with ſeveral Emiſſaries, 
whoſe Buſineſs is to breed Mutinies and Diſ- 
orders, and thereby create à Tumult of Peo- 
ple, at which Time the Baker with his Bas- 
ket is in the midſt, and the obſcure Thief, 
watching all Opportunities to ſlide back his 
Shutter, ſnabbles the Polls of thoſe that arc 
neareſt to him. Now the Gentleman that 
has Joſt his Hat, Wig, c. don't in the leaſt 
| imagine who has taken it away, but immedi-

ately charges ſome other Perſons, who are 
innocunt thereof; and in the mean while the 
Baker moves off with his Emiſſaries to ſome 
other Place, and there creates a ſecond Diſ- 
order of fighting ſham Fights with each other, 
or ſinging of Ballads, ec. and then the Baker, 
with his young Fiend of Hell, begins again as 
aforeſaid. It happens ſometimes that Per- 
ſons ſo robbed are jealous of the Baker him- 
ſelf, and then he immediately throws down 
his Basket on the Ground, ſwearing and cur- 
ſing like Thunder, that he's not only inno- 
cent, but alſo reſents the Affront; during 
which Time, he's pulling open his Cloaths, 


turning out his Pockets, &c. to demonſtrate 


that he knows nothing thereof, (tho' guilty); 
and at the ſame time, the Basket being ſur- 
rounded by his Emiſſaries, gives leave for the 
obſcure Thief to creep out of his Hole, with 
his Prey, between their Legs, and go away; 
at which Time the Lid of the Basket is let 
down! into the Bottom, and the Basket tum- 
bled about, pouring the Bread about the 
Street, which ſeemingly enrages the Baker, 
and cauſes him to demand Satisfaction of the 
Perſon robb d, tor his Bread thrown down, 
Joſt, Cc. and thereby the Thief has good 
a to make his Eſcape. During all ſuch

Diſorders there are not only his aforeſaid E- 
miſſaries at Work, but a great Number of 
Clout and Diving Files alſo, who general» 
ly in their Way make the beſt uſe of their 
Time : And from hence it doth appear, that 
tis not ſafe for any honeſt Man, to vindicate 
or juſtify any Quarrel, Abuſe, c, acted in 
the Streets of London, ſince the Deſign of 
them, is but to attract honeſt People together, 
in ſuch a Manner, as to admit thoſe wicked 
Aſſemblies to put their vile Practices in Ex- 
ecution. 

The ſecond Sort of theſe kind of Thieves 
called Snablers, are Men who make it their 
Buſineſs to be out late at Night, watching for 
Gentlemen diſorder d by Drinking (which in 
their canting Language is called a Lapygag- 
ger) from whom, in paſſing or running by 
them, they ſnatch away their Hats, Wigs, 
Swords, & c. and eſpecially when they ſee 
a Gentleman taking a Ratler (viz. a Coach) 
and then ſay they to their Confederates, (in 
their canting Way) I met with a Lapigag- 
> ger taking a Ratler, and I loopd after 
bim and ſnabbled his Poll; that is to ſay, I 
met with a drunken Man taking a Coach, 
and I run after him, and ſnatch'd away his 
Hat, Wig, Sword, &c. (4.) A Glazzer, is

a Sort of Thieves or Houſe-breakers, that 
walk about the Streets in the Dusk of the 


Evening, and take their Opportunity to enter 


at a Window, and ſteal away immediately 


what comes to their Hands, but Plate in par- 
ticular ; or otherwiſe conceal themſelves in 


the Houſe till the Family is at Reſt, and then 
let in a Number of Family Fellows, who 


then plunder as they pleaſe. (5.) Ripping 
Coveb, are a Sort of Houſe-breakers, who 
make it their Buſineſs to know when any 
Gentleman's Family is gone or going into 
the Country, &c. and to provide themſelves 
with a Lodging in a Garret near to the ſame; 
out of which they come, and paſſing over 


the- Roofs of the intermediate Buildings, 


come to the Root of the Houſe wherein 


they deſign to break, which they do by un- 


tiling and ripping the ſame; and from 
thence are called Ripping Coves. (6.) Hul. 
can Coves, are allo another Sort of Houſe- 
breakers, whoſe Buſineſs is to pick and open 
all kinds of Locks, cut Iron Bars, cc. to 


make Way for others of their Confederacy, 


(7.) Merry Coves, are Thieves, that make it 
their Practice to walk through the ſeveral 
Allies, Courts, &c. of London in the 


Day Time, ſelling and ſinging of Songs, 


Ballads, &c. which diſguiſes them, while 
they 
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they are finding out a convenient Houſe, 
to break open at Night: For tis to be obſer- 
ed, that thoſe People are always eyeing the 
Windows, Doors, &c. of every Shop, they 
ſtand to ling againſt, or paſs by; and there- 
fore a ſpecial Regard ſhould be had thereun- 
to. (8.) Knowing Fellows, are Highway- 
men, the beſt Sort of Thieves ( tho' none 
good) and was the Trade that O Neal was 
bred up to, by his Father Patrick Mac Fu- 
das, and he alſo by his Father, as before 
related. (9.) Family Fellows, are ſuch 
Thieves as are ſtout and ſturdy, and will 
fight well, when obliged, in the Execution 
of any Robbery. (t0.) Sneaking Budges, 
are a Sort of Female Thieves (as before de- 
ſcribed) whoſe Buſineſs is to (teal Riding- 
hoods, Cloaks, ec. from any Shop, Houle, 
Cc. (11.) Bulking Files, are thoſe People, 
that ſhall joſtle and huſtle a Man about in a 
Croud, while a Diving File picks his Pock- 
et. Theſe Bulking Files have divers Ways 


io compleat their Deſigns, of which I will 


here lay down one that is worthy to be 
*Z known, and is as follows: Firſt, when the 
Diving File obſerves his Cull to be what 
they call a Rum Cull, (which is one difficult 

to be managed) and always keeps his Hands 
in his Pocket, then one c of the Bulling Files 
ſnab- 


ſnabbles his Poll (Which is, ſnatching away 


| Gentleman has'a Watch, then one of the 


to draw in his Belly, and at the ſame time 
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his Hat) and thereby the Cull to ſave his 
Hat, whips his Hands out of his Pockets, to 
lay hold of his Hat or the Man, and in the 
mean Time a Diving File picks his Pocket 
and makes away with his Money. If the 


Bulking Files tumbles againſt him, and gives 
him a Punch in the Belly, which cauſes him. 


a Diving File ſnabbles his Tatler, and ſo 
bruſhes off, and the Bulling F:lethat fell a- 
gainſt the Gentlemen, accuſes others of the 
Cauſe for his ſo doing, and very humbly asks 
his Pardon. (12.) Cack/ing Coves, a mean 
Sort of Thieves, who only ſteal Hens, Cocks, 
Chickens, &c. (13.) Ratling Coves, the 
moſt ſecret Thieves of any, who are in Com- 


bination with the Knowing Fellous, (or 
Highway- men) and they perform their Parts 


as follows: 1. They go to the ſeveral Inns 
of London, - wheteat the Stage Coaches 
ſtand, and inquire. if there is a vacant Place, 
to go to Windſor, Newbury, Norwich, 
Zorꝶ, &c. and what Perſons is to go there- 


in. 2. If they find that any of the Paſſen- 


gers has any Prize belonging to them, worth 
their while, then one of them takes a Place 


in 
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in the Coach over Night, and afterwards. 
gives Notice to his Confederates of the ſame, 


who provide accordingly. Now the Reaſon 
why one of theſe Thieves takes a Place in 
the Coach, is, to diſcover what Money, 
Rings, &c. every Paſſenger has, which by 


1 Signs given to his Confederates at their rob- 
bing the Coach, tis known what every Gen- 


tleman, &c. hath, which they demand and 
take, notwithſtanding they may be hidden in 
private Parts of the Coach, c. And altho 
the Perſon in the Coach is their Confederate, 
yet to countenance his Innocence, he is alſo 
rifled in the ſame Manner as the others, and 
thereby goes clear. The laſt of this black 
Tribe, is what the Thieves call in the can- 
ting Way, Fencers, which are Receivers of 
their ſtoln Goods, who, by pfivate Practices, 
convey the ſaid Goods to Holland, and other 
Parts abroad, and thereby their Wickedneſs 
is in a great Meaſure concealed. 

Theſe two laſt Sorts of Thieves were not 
in being in Armagh, at the Time when O 
Neal Mild enter d into Conjunction with 
the aforeſaid Aſſembly; and therefore the 
Reaſon why I mention them here, is in 
regard to thoſe that have and may ſuffer 


by ſuch an infernal Crew, which now in

great Quantities of Plate, Jewels, Cc. left 
him by his Father, Which not only enabled 


him to ſupport many of the Company in 
the common Neceſſaries of Life, when Tra- 
ding was bad; but allo thereby gain d fo great 
a Reſpect from the Company in general, 


that they choſe ik their King and ur

O Neal 
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O Neal being thus become x of. the 
Inviſible/ World; or rather of the Infernal 
Tribe, he covenanted with all his Subjects 
in general, that whatever Money, Goods, &c. 
were acquited by their Practices, ſnould be 
brought to him forth with; and on the firſt 
Monday in every Month to have a Dividend 
made thereof, of which they always allow d 
him one half Part, and the other he equal- 
ly divided amongſt them, according to their 
Number. In this manner King O Neal 
reigned; for many Y ears, during which Time 
his Company grew very numerous, and in 
ſhort bid open Defiance to all Government, 
3 making no ſort of Scruple to break open 
> Houſes at Noon Day, ec. and at length 
grew to fuch a Head, that twas impoſlible for 
any to live that was not of their Crew, which 
immediately cauſed an univerſal Complaint 
of the Country to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Jreland, who thereupon ſcnt ſuch Forces to 
the Mountains of Newry, Colrain and Ar- 
mag h, that thereby they were in general ta- 
Ken, and even the Great O Neal allo; for the 
very firſt that was taken, knowing that they 
had done many Robberies and Murders, 
whidled, that is to ſay, impeached his Com- 
pany, hoping that thereby he might obtain 
| C 2 Lis 
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his Pardon; and upon a Promiſe” thereof, 
gave Notice where their King O Neal reſi- 
ded, as alſo where he kept his .Warchouſe ; 
upon which a Poſſe Comitatus was ſent, 
who took the King O Neal with his Stores, 
and ſafely confin'd him in the City Goal of 
Armagh, and ſecured the ſtoln Effects in a 


part of the ſame alſo. 


The Seſſions: being then near at hand 
immediate Notice was given all round the 


Country, for every Perſon that had ſuffer'd 
by this infernal Tribe, to come and view 
the Perſons taken and Goods ſtoln. Upon 


which divers came, who not only found 


great Quantities of their Effects, but alſo 
{wore paint blank againſt the great King O 
Neal, and many of his dark Subjects, and 
[thereupon he was condemn d, and afterwards 
hangd in Chains upon the Mountains of 
Newry, where he had formerly committed 


many Robberies and one Murder. And 
to deter all ſuch horrid Practices for the fu- 
ture, all his Emiſſaries, that were convicted x 
were alſo executed on the Mountains, in the 
ſame manner, and all their Effects confiſca- 


cated. And thus ended the Reign of the 


great King O Neal in the Year 1625, in the 


Po Year of his Age. 


„ Jonathan W---d. 21 
This Great King with his Subjects, being 
thus diſpatched into the Empire of his infer- 
nal Majeſty ; his only Son Patrick Fitz 
Mild made his Eſcape from Armagh, where 
he remain'd undiſcovered all this Time, 
( there being a Reward for thoſe that ſhould 
apprehend him) and from thence came to 
Dublin in Diſguiſe, where he remained 
ſome Time in private, till he had an Oppor- 
tunity to embark for England, which we 
may be ſure he performed with great Care 
and Privacy, and on the 1 8th of April 1625, 
landed at HYeft-Cheſter, where he was fo 
much tranſported at his ſafe Deliverance, 
that he was fully determin'd to do what none 
of his Anceſtors ever could, v:z. turn Ho- 
neſt Man if poſlible ; andin order thereun- 
to, he immediately introduc'd himſelf into 
the Company of a particular Bailiff, and 
thereby became his Dog, or Follower, in 
which Practice he continued, till that Fate, 
appointed for him in his own Country, de- 
termined his Days at Wincheſter : Hence, 
He that is born to be hang d is not to be 
drowned ; for notwithſtanding this honeſt 
Fellow ſcorn'd to follow his former-Way of 
living, yet he did not ſcruple to ſtab a Man 
in an Arreſt, for which he was juſtly execu-

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ted as aforeſaid, on the 29th of July, 1655. 

During the Time that this reformed Sar 
vage practiſed the Cannibal's Art, he kept 
company with aWelſh Woman, whoſe Name 
I have quite forgot, by whom he had two 
Baſtard Sons; the eldeſt he named after his 
own, and the youngeſt, O Haro Mac Wild. 
His eldeſt Son lived but one Year and ſeven 
Months, but O Haro Mac Mild lived many 
Years after the Deceaſe of his Sire, and at laſt 
was juſtly nubb'd by the Quilting Cove, at at 
the Nubbing Cheat of W:ft-Cheſter, 

This Youth (like his Anceſtors) was bred 
to his Father's Trade of Shoulder-clapping, 
or rather a Shoulder-clapper's Dog, (viz. a 
Bailiff's Bull-Dog) ; but the horrid End of 
his Father cauſing the People to deſpiſe and 
reflect on him, thoſe Cannibals whom be 
belong d to, loſt all their Buſineſs thereby, 
and for that Reaſon they diſcharged him out 
of that reputable Employ, and he was after- 
wards hated and deſpiſed by. a all Perſons that 
knew him, "i 

O Haro Mac Wild being thus diſcharged 
ſg hated by all People (as none of his Fami- 
ly was ever reſpected ) he departs from Meſt- 
Cheſter, and travelled into Males, where 
he firſt got into the Converſation of an old 


Welſh Widow, whom he took an Opportu- 


2 nit 
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nity to rob off 27 J. 18 s. in Money, and 
four Gold Rings, three large Silver Spoons, 


and one large Silver Tankard, and afterwards 


ſtole a Horſe out of her Stable, and made 


his Eſcape into the City of Tork, where he 
ſold the Horſe, and for ſome Time after li- 


ved i in private. 


By that Time he had continued in Toræ 


for about the ſpace of one Vear, he acquired 


a very great Acquaintance, and was very well 
reſpected by all that kept him company, and 
at length got ſome of his new Acquaintance 
to aſſiſt him in getting himſelfto bea Sheriff's 
Officer, and others to be bound for his Beha- 
viour, ec. tothe Sheriff; and thereby O Haro 


Mac Mild was raiſed from a Bull- Dog to a 


Shoulder-clapper, in which Employ he Was 


formerly bred. 


After he was ſworn i in his Office, he took 
a large Houfe in the Suburbs of 7ork, in 
which he made ſeveral Priſon- Rooms, and 
thereby made it a compleat Spunging- Houſe; 


wherein he kept ſuch Priſoners as he arreſted, 
till they could compremiſe their Matters; 


and thereby in a ſmall Space of Time he | 


got a-very large Sum of Money. 
" Whilſt all this was acting, he "marry' d the 
Daughter of a Horte Jockey, who ſoon af-

ter Was hang · d for Horſe-ſlealing, which oc- 
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caſion d O Haro Mac Mild, at the Requeſt of 
his Wife, to diſpoſe of his honeſt employ, 
and move up to London, that ſhe might be 
out of the Noiſe and Scandal of her Father's 
infamous Death : And accordingly they ar- 
rived at London on the 19th of Auguſt, 
"= 1660, where after ſome Time he again got 
1 | "Mo to be a Sheriff's Officer; and erected a ſplen- 
did Spunging-Houſe near the Alphabet in 
'F  Stanhope-Street by Clare- Market, wherein 
1 he acted the Bailiff's Part, far beyond that of 
1 the late Mr. Jacob Broad; which, tho ſome- 
j thing foreign from the Deſign of this Hiſto- 
ry, yet it may, add Sweden to the Adyan- 
tage of Mankind, and therefore I ſhall give 
a brief Account of the ſame, or at leaſt of 
ſuch Particulars as Mr. B. L. has omitted in 
his Parallel of the Spunging-Houſes with the 
Maſter-Debtors Priſon in Newgate, con- 
tain'd in the Deſcription of that Univerſity, 
in which our Friend Fonathan is now for 
his Honeſty a Collegian.  _ 
'Tis to be obſerved, that the Practices i in 
Spunging Houſes at this Day, are exactly the 
ſame with that erected by O Haro Mac Wi 22 
and therefore what is ſaid in the Deſcription 
of that, is to be underſtood of all others 
that are at this Time; for I, do. aſſure you, 


that they, hae not in the leaſt departed. , | 
bans ; from 


— 
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from any one particular, but rather have aug- 
mented the ſame, and therefore do exceed 
what Jam now going to deſcribe. 


Tis to be underſtood that the Gray 
Goal of Mzadleſex is the now Dwelling 


Houſe of Honeſt Jonathan, viz. Newgate; : is 
which O Hara Mac Wild repreſented as a 


perfect Hell, by ſetting forth how badly 
they were uſed that were carried thereunto, 
and thereby ſtrengthen'd the Terror thereof 
in ſuch a manner, that he could eaſily impoſe 
on his Priſoners what he thought fit. 
When O Haro Mac Mild had ſboulder- 
clapp d a Cull, then he immediately brought | 
him to his Caſtle, where he is accommoda- 
ted with a Bottle of Wine, Pipes, Tobacco, 
Cc. and after that a Bowl of Punch (or two) 
accompanied with a couple of Fowls or 
Rabbets, c. which at firſt Sight is very a- 
grecable; and after the Conſumption there- 
of, O Haro Mac Wild does his Cull the 
Honour to wait on him to his Aerial Cita- 
del, (a ſtinking Garret) and there encloſes 
him in ſuch a Manner, as not to be ſoon got 
at when required. Theſe Bottles of Wine 
hold about a Pint and Quarter, and are ſold 
for two Bords per Bottle, viz. Two Shillings 
= Den and ſometimes for two Bords 
Fed D | and 
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and a Kick, viz. Two Shillings and Six 


Pence: And becauſe I am herein obliged to 


mention divers Sums of Money, therefore 


vou are to obſerve, that in the Thieves Lan- 
guage, a Farthing is called a Neck or Nabb ; 
a Half-penny, a Make; a Penny, a Win; 


"FT wo-pence, Tua- win; a Six-pence, a Kzck 3 


and a Shilling, a Bord; which Cant Words 


ate alſo much uſed by Bailiffs, who in effect 


are publick Thieves, and in all Caſes far

When the Priſoner has paled away the 
many melancholy Hours of the Night, a 
Servant is ſent up to know what he'll have 
for Breakfaſt ; and if he has the C thick 
upon him, vig. good Store of Money, he is 
invited down into the Parlour, where he is 


received by the Cannibal O Haro, and the 


Crocodile his Wife, and with many Judas 
Complements, intreated to ſit down to the 
-Tex-Table, where, according to their Cuſ- 
tom, they very impudently ask him the 
Cauſe of his Troubles, where he lives, of 
what Trade, if married or not, where his 
Plaintiff dwells, how the Debt was contract- 
ed, what other Debts he owes, and to whom,

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thouſand other ſuch impertinent 8 
too many to enumerate at this Time. Now 
tis to be underſtood, that their Reaſon for 
fo doing, is, firſt to learn the Priſoner's Cir- 
cumſtances, and thereby handle him accor- 
dingly; and ſecondly, to find our the Dwel- 
ling of the other Creditors, to whom they 
go, and report that ſuch a Perſon is in their 
Cuſtody, and that if they do not charge 
him at their Suit, their Debts will be 
tot, c. Theſe Reports very often cauſe 
many unthinking People to comply with 
their villanous Deſigns, who immediately 
give to thoſe Vultures Money for a Writ 
and Warrant, which they forthwith enter 
in the Office; but undiſcover d to their c 
then: in their Helliſh Habitation. 

Wen the:Breakfaſt is ended, the Brandy 
Bottle is introduced, and every one takes a 
Glaſs or two, and often three; and altho' 
tis brought in without the Order or Con- 
ſent of the Priſoner, and there be five or ſix 
Perſons in Company, yet notwithſtanding, 
all the Brandy, Tea, Sugar, & c. is charged to 
the Priſoner, as if twas provided by his ſpe- 
cial Command, 

The Breakfaſt being thus ended, the fe- 
male Serpents: withdraw to their Chamber, 


D 2 leaving 
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leaving O Haro, and his Blood- ſuckers, with 
the Priſoner; and as the Ravenous Appetites 
of theſe Monſters are never ſatisfied; there- 
fore they of their own accord, call for Strong 
Beer, Pipes, Tobacco, ec. and very often 
a Bottle of White Wine, Oc. and over the 
ſame, ſwig and carouze like Beaſts as they 
are, till at length they get very drunk before 
Dinner time, and then the Dinner is ordered 
to be late, and the Priſoner ſent up to his 
Cock-loft, and there ſtrongly ſecured, When 
O Haro and his Emiſſaries have gotten ſome 
relief by an Hour or two's Sleep, then the 
Dinner is ordered to be forthwith got ready, 
and the Priſoner is again invited into the 
Parlour, where, to create him an Appetite 
to his Dinner, he is accommodated with a 
handſom Glaſs of Brandy, but not till every 
one of the Infernal Tribe are firſt ſerved, 
and thereby if the Brandy proves to be ſhort, 
the Priſoner hath but a ſmall portion thereof. 
After the Dinner is placed on the Table, 
O Haro, places himſelf, with his wicked 
rib, ar the upper part thereof, and ſeveral of 
the Crew on each ſide, and thereby the 
Priſoner is obliged to take up with the lower 
end, or any other part of the Table as comes 
to his lot. I mult confeſs, tis very difficult 
to 
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to diſcern what difference of manners is 
contain'd between O Haro and his Crew, 
when at Dinner; and a Kennel of Hounds 
pulling a dead Horſe to pieces; ſo that there- 
by the unfortunate Gentleman is always 
oblig d to take what they leave in their 
Beaſtly manner, which very often is little 
more than the bare Bones. By that time 
theſe Cormorants have about half ſettled their 
Ravenous Appetites, divers of them and in 
particular, the She - Beaſt of O Haro, is 
troubled with the Choliek, and thereupon a 
Pint or Quart of Brandy is immediately in- 
troduced, and every one has his Glaſs, and 
the Priſoner alſo, if any be left, which gene- 
rally happens otherwiſe, and therefore ano- 


ther Pint, Cc. is ſent for, out of which the 


Priſoner very ſeldom has more than one 
Glaſs, and the reſt devoured in the manner 
aforeſaid. Their Beaſtiy Entertainment 
being over, and the empty Diſhes and bare 
Bones taken away, in comes two or three Bot- 
tles of Wine, Tobacco, Pipes, & e. and are in 
an elegant manner placed beforethe Company, 
who immediately fall to drinking a Health to 
their Wives, King, and Country, and there- 
by the Wine is inſtantly conſumed. During 
this action, a ſplendid Bowl of Punch is 
pro- 
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vided, and, at the Conſumption of the Wine, 


on 


placed on the Table, where like Swines it 


is ſoon devoured, and repeated again, tho* 
without any Commiſſion whatſocyer for the 
ſame. By that time the laſt Bowl is out, 
O Haro, and his Crew, are generally drunk; 

and then the Priſoner is commanded to his 
Aerial Citadel, where he remains ſtill in 
the Dark without Fire, till O Haro is 
to order him a Candle, Fire, & c. 

About eight or nine at Night, O Haro 
goes up to his Cull, where he finds him in the 
Dark, without Fire, which he pretends is the 
Servant's Fault, (tho his own order,) and 
ſeems to be very ſorry that it happen d ſo, 
aſſuring him that for the future it ſnould be 
otherwiſe; and then according to his impu- 


dent cuſtom rings the Bell for the Servant, and 


places himſelf in a Chair, where he calls for 
a Bottle of Wine; and before the unfortunate 
priſoner is admitted to taſte one Glaſs, heh 


devour almoſt the whole Bottle. If the Im. 


pudence of theſe Actions be well conſidered, 


twould certainly make all hard hearted Plain- 


tiffs greatly regard how they give an Op- 
portunity to ſuch ſavage Beaſts to devour the 
ſubſtance of their Debtors, which oftentimes 


would pay their Debts apc: 1155 


The 
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The abſolute reaſon of the aforeſaid viſit, 
is not for the lucre of the Wine only; but 
to let the Priſoner underſtand that he has 
received great Civilities, not only in the late 
Entertainment, but for being brought thi- 
ther, inſtead of to Newgate, Comprer, & c. 
And then he ſets forth the Terrors thereof, 
and that he muſt of neceflity call a Coach 
inſtantly, and convey him thereunto, provi- 
ded he doth not come down the Civil Coal 
(viz. C:vility Money.) Now tis to be under- 
ſtood, that what by the terrour of the Name 
of Newgate, and the Character given by 
O Haro, the Priſoner is ſo much terrified, 
that he is glad to comply. with all his vile 
Impoſitions, and therefore he inſtantly, for 
fuch Civilities receiv'd, makes O Haro, a pre- 
ſent of one, two or three, or more Guineas, 
which if not to his ſatisfaction, he very impu- 
dently ſmiles in his Face, and refuſes taking 
the ſame, adding that tis not worthy of his 
acceptance; and then begins to talk of a 
Coach being called as aforefaid, which ſo 
much frightens the Priſoner, that he is glad 
to comply in any manner, as far as his Pocket 
is able. | 

The Civil Coal being paid, another Bot- 
tle of Wine is called for, and ſometimes 
a 
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a Bowl of Punch alſo, which concludes the 


Evening; and then O Haro ſtrongly * 
him, and ſo departs. 


Theſe Aerial Citadels (called by che in- 


fernal Tribe, Pri ſon- rooms) are generally 


on the firſt floor, coming in at the Tyles, 
and and are commonly but of ſmall dimen- 
ſions. In one corner of theſe Helliſh Apart- 


ments is placed a Cloſe-ſtool, which is ſeldom 
clean d once in two Months, and there- 


fore is a perpetual Nuiſance: The light of 
theſe Rooms are for the generality very bad, 


the Iron bars of the windows being placed 


fo very thick, that the light is greatly ob- 
ſtructed thereby. The Bed in which the 


Priſoner lies, has the name of a Feather-bed, 
but nothing near ſo good as an indifferent 


Flock, for which the Priſoner pays two ſhil- 
lings the firſt Night, and one ſhilling per 
Night, after the firſt. The Fires in the 


Winter ſeaſon is made about Noon each 


day, and about cight or nine at Night is put 
out, and the Candle taken away alſo. And 
then the priſoner is to get into Bed as well as 
he can.” But in caſe he deſires to go down 
into the Parlour, and treat O Haro and his 


Crew, then he has all the attendance imagi- 


nable, till they have all gotten drunk; and 
then 
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then away they hurry him up ſtairs, and there 
encloſe him, very often without Fire and 
Candle, notwithſtanding they make him 
pay one ſhilling per diem for Firing. About 
Ten or Eleven the next Morning he's again 
invited down into the Parlour to breakfaſt; 
and if he compliestherewith he's entertain'din - 
the ſame manner as the preceding day, Otker- 
wile, if he proves ſullen, and will not com- 
ply therewith, then he's immediately lock d 
up, without Fire or common Nouriſhment 
of Life, nay, if the Cloſe- ſtool is full 
charg'd, and he has occafion to make 
uſe of it, 'tis the ſame; nay, even if his 
worldly affairs require a Servant to come, 
or a Porter to carry a Letter upon extraordi- 
nary buſineſs, none can be admitted. And 
in this manner lives the Priſoner, till near 
Night; and then, if any ſcraps of their Din- 
ner be left, tis ſent up to him, which he 
muſt either eat or ſtarve. 

This Raſcally uſage oftentimes compels 
the Priſoner to comply with their vile Re- 
queſts, and thereupon he has a Fire made in 
his Chamber, is invited down into the Parlour 
to play at Cards, and take two or three Bottles 
of Wine, &c. And whilſt this is acting, 
two or three Fowls are Roaſting, Boiling, &c. 
N- which 
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which when, ready is placed before them, 


and diſſected in the manner as before- 


ſaid of their Dinners. When this brutiſh 
Banquet is over, a Bowl of Punch is placed 
on the Table, containing one quart of Bran- 
dy, Lemmon and Sugar, for which the. Pri- 
ſoner is charged Twelve Shillings: : When 
the Punch IS. ended, away the Priſoner is 
hurry'd to Bed, and there inclos'd as uſual, 
The Beds, are as I ſaid before, not only very 


| bad, but are generally full of Flees and Bugs, 


(and often Lice ) which with the ſtinking 
Sheets and Blankets, are enough to poyſon 
and torment even the Devil to Death. 
The Priſoner being thus brought to 0 Haro's 
vile Humours, . in the Morning is called 
down to Breakfaſt, then to Drinking, at- 
terwards to Dinner, &c. and at laſt to his 
Citadel as before, and there lock d in: But 
not without Company. For tis to be un- 
derſtood, that every unfortunate Gentleman 
that is caught in their ſnares, hath one of 
their Bloodhounds (or rather Dogs of the 
worſt kind) always attending him, for which 
he pays One Shilling per diem for his Dinner, 


and Two Shillings and Six Pence for his At- 


tendance.

By that time this Vulture has waited. or 
his new Maſter two or three Days, he's be- 
come his Companion, and, as 1 ſaid before, 
is not ſhut inhisPriſon-room' without Con:

Punch, c. before him, there's no bet- 
ter Humour'd' Fellow living: Being al- 
ways ready to run, when there's no occa- 
ſion; and the reverſe, when otherwiſe. At 
the arriving of O Haro, the Priſoner is either 
invited into the Parlour, or otherwiſe O 
Haro waits on him in his Aerial Appart- 
ment, where, after many Judas Compli- 
ments, he ſits down, calls for half a pint of 


Brandy, or a Bottle of Wine, & c. and in his 
Manner as aforeſaid ſpends the Evening, and 


with his Blood- hound departs, after haeing 
well ſecured the Door with its terrifyi ing 
Locks, 8 Chains, Oc. 


E 2 When 
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When at any time as a Priſoner ſends for 
a ſingle Glaſs of Brandy up to his Chamber, 
they ſend a Quartern, but always pre- 
ſent their Service to the Gentleman, and 
drink about half thereof themſelves. If 
the Priſoner gives a Letter to the. Servant or 


the Dog the Follower, to put in the Penny- 


Poſt Office, tis ſeldom or never done; for 
you muſt know they are abliged to ſhew all 
Letters given to them, to their Maſter O Haro, 
who always breaks them open and reads 
them, and if he likes the ſubject, then he 
gives the Letter to the Servant to carry to 
the Poſt- Office, otherwiſe commits it to the 
Fury of the Flames. And altho the Subject 
may be to the Satisfaction of their Maſter 
O Haro, yet theſe baſe vile Monſters for 


the ſake of the Penny, tear the Letter to 


Pieces, and caſt it away, and thereby the 
unfortunate Priſoner ſuffers, . ; 
When Letters are ſent to the Priſoner, 
and thoſe that bring them do not deliver 
them to the Priſoner's own Hands, they 
are always open d, either by O Haro, or his 
Egiiflaries, and as before if they do not ap- 
prove of the Subject, they burn them, or 
other ways deſtroy them. In a word, their 
Villany herein is ſo very great, that it is not 

in 
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in the power of any Pen to deſcribe one 
tenth part thereof. When the Priſoner has 
been in their Cuſtody for ſome time, and has 
endeavour d to end that ſuit, believing no 
other to be againſt him, then O Haro re- 
preſents himſelf to be a great Friend therein, 
and forthwith goes to his Plaintiff and treats 
with him to diſcharge the Priſoner, or . 
wiſe he'll take Bail, Oc. 

The Plantiff having diſcharg'd the Priſoner, 
or Bail procured, a Day is appointed for to 

Sign the Bail Bond, G. and then O Haro 
draws up his Bill for Wine, Eating, Lodg- 
ing, Cc. (an account of which III add ag 
the end of this Diſcourſe) which by the Priſo- 
ner 1s paid in full, with a great deal of plea- 
ſure, notwithſtanding the whole is a damn'd 
Impoſition. 

O Haro, being paid his extravagant Bill, 
and the time come to Sign the Bail Bond; 
then the Devil metamorphized (finding the 
Priſoner to have Money) makes exception 
againſt the Bail, trumps up a thouſand Lies, 
Dangers, Hazards, &c. that he runs, in not 
knowing the Bail to be good Men, and that 
his Deſign therein may be the better conceal- 
ed he palms the Attorncy againſt the Pri- 
ſoner, who diſlikes the Bail allo. 
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This Act being over, the Priſoner is com: 
manded to his Aerial Citadel, with no ſmall 
Diſcontent, where he remains by himſelf 
for ſome Hours; after which O Haro comes 
up, and Judas like ſets forth that he's 
greatly concern'd for the Misfortune, and 
adds by dumb Signs, that if he'll preſent his 
Wife with two or three, &c. of the King's 
Yellow Pictures (viz. Guineas,) he'll oblige 
the Attorney to accept of the Bail offer'd, &c. 
Now, Sir, the Priſoner finding himſelf in 
a Second Hell, is glad to givethe three 
Guineas, Oc. to get out of their Diaboli- 


cal Clutches. The Preſent being thus gi. 


ven, and the Bail ſent for, the Bail Bond 
is taken, and all things paid for and diſ- 
charged, on both ſides; and at parting, O 
Hare preſents the Priſoner firſt with a Bottle 
of Wine, and ſecondly with a ſparkling 
Bowl of Punch, in caſe his Plot does not 
inſtantly ſucceed, as is laid againſt the Pri- 
ſoner, which is as follows. 

Having engag'd the Priſoner (as was) to 
ſit down and partake of the Wine, Punch,

miſes made, that as he has ated fo h onour. 

able 
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rable in every reſpect, that for the future 
if any Warrant ſhould come in againſt him, 
timely Notice ſhould be given in private to 
prevent his being Arreſted, &c. Whilſt all 
theſe Hell- fire Compliments are paſling, an 
Emiſſary of O Haro's, knocks at the Door, 
in ſuch a manner, as to ones thinking 
would knock it down. And immediately 
the Maid goes to the Door, asks his Buſi- 
neſs, c. who asks if Mr. O Haro Wild is 
at Home, and by the Maid is told that he 
is, and that he is in the Parlour, to whom 
ſhe goes and relates that there's a Gentle- 
man deſires to ſpeak with him, whom O 
Haro delires to walk in and fit down; at 
which time he delivers to Mr. O Haro a 
freſh Warrant (which I told you before he 
had procured from other Creditors of the 
Priſoner's, unknown to him) and with 
that the Priſoner is further detained, who 
then thought of his being at liberty. | 

The Scene being thus changed all of a 
ſudden from Liberty to Impriſonment, the 
' Priſoner 3s greatly dejected thereat and to 
countenance the ſame, not only O Haro, 
but his Emiſſaries alſo, ſeem to be greatly 
concerned thereat, (tho by them deſignd.) 
However, as that is not known to the un- 

75 fortunate 
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fortunate Gentleman, he reflects on his own 
Folly in ſtaying to partake of the Wines 
Punch Oc. when he had given Bail and 
was diſcharged. When the Punch is ended, 
he's again hurried away to his Aerial Citadel; 
and then begins the old Courſe of Living as 
before, and there remains till that Suit is 
alſo determin d. And in Caſe O Haro has 
a Second, Third, Fourth, c. Writ againſt 
the Priſoner, he never lets him know of the 
following till the laſt is bail'd or ſatisfied, 
and therefore the aforeſaid Uſage is repeat- 
ed till the Priſoner has paſs d through every 
Action ſo procured againſt him. Now 
would every honeſt Perſon ſeriouſly conſi- 
der all theſe Impoſitions and Hardſhips, 
that they introduce their Debtors into, and 
what Opportunity they give to thoſe Canni- 
bals to deſtroy the Subſtance of their Debtors, 
whetcby he is not only prevented of being 


paid Part of or the whole Debt, and the Debt- 


ors Family often totally ruin d thereby; 
they would certainly have a greater Regard 
than now is gencrally ſeen. And as thoſe 
aforeſaid Practices are not only horrid, but 
alſo contrary to the Laws of the Land, 
therefore for the Benefit of all unfotunate 


Gentlemen, I advertiſe, that after they are 


carried 
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carried to a Bailiff's Spunging-Houſe, and 
can get Bail, that inſtead of coming to the 
Bailiff to give in Bail to him, they go to 
the Sheriff's Office, and give in Bail to the 
Sheriff, who will give a Superſedeas to the 
Bailiff, who muſt immediately diſcharge the 
Priſoner out of Cuſtody, without Fee or 
Reward (excepting what is to be paid by the 

Plaintiff for the Arreſt, which at moſt is but 
10 8, and for the Writ and Warrant 7 5. 64. 
for each Action.) 

It very often happens that Perſons are ar- 
reſted by a Sheriff's Officer for a Debt leſs 
than 10 J. at which Time they cannot hold 
them to Bail, but arc obliged to take a com- 
mon Appearance, for which the Defendant 
muſt pay 2 s. 4 d. inſtead of 105. 125. and 
oftentimes a Guinea. And as tis natural

. © by cxtorting great Fees, Rewards, and o- 
et ther Exactions, and put to great Expen- 
& ces under Pretences of Favour or other- 
« wile, whereby they are greatly oppreſs d, 
« and many times ruin'd in their Eſtates. 
« For Remedy thereof, be it enacted by 
« the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Un- 
& der- Sheriff, Bailiff, Serjeant at Mace, or
